Panic stricken people rushed over the
decks of the Saginaw and scrambled to-
ward the bow, Life boats were Jower-
ed and Into the firgt 15 colored women
wers placed. The boat wue swamped
s It mruck the watéer und the occu-
pants ,were thrown Into the sea and
drowned. To the floating wreckage the
struggling people in the water clung
with desperntion. and many of them
were rescued by boats from the Ham-
ilton.
